problems of many adult EMR’s (who may be successful on the 
job) is the development of leisure time activities. The special 
education teacher can begin training the EMR in these activities. 
Post-secondary and adult community programs, which continue 
the education of EMR individuals beyond high school, can also 
include these activities. The mental development of the retarded 
may not be at a stage to attain these leisure time skills until 
adulthood; therefore, programs including arts and crafts should 
continue throughout the education of the EMR individual. 

in summary, arts and crafts activities can and should be an 
integral part of the curriculum for EMR children and adults. 
Since their mental development is slower, progression into more 
complex stages of development in arts and crafts must be 
slower. The curriculum should neither totally exclude these 
activities, nor base the entire EMR program around them. A 
total well-balanced program is the ideal solution, including arts 
and crafts as only one means of developing fundamental and 
advanced functional life skills. The end
